A proposed merger of the city and 


county libraries was made at a meet- 
ing of the city council Tuesday night 
by Charles Reynorson, city treasurer 
and chairman of the couiily library 
board.

Unr Columbus Scuttled 


WASHINGTON -(#)- The luxury 


liner Columbus ,oncc the pride ot 
Germany's Merchant Marine, was a 
smoldering, sinking wreck at sea 
Tuesday night—apparently scuttled at 
the approach of a British warship by 
her own crew, two of whom were lost. 


An American naval cruiser on ne- 


utral ily patrol rescued the survivors 
at nightfall, reported their number at 
.)7!) and said all aboard had been sav- 
ed. A few hours latr'the seamen were 
mustered on the cruiser's deck, and 
it was found that two firemen were 
missing. 


Tlic 32,381-ton liner, third largest 


m the Nazi Merchant Marine, had 
slipped out of Vera Crub, Mexico, last 
Hiursday in a desperate attempt to 
elude the British, fleet and possibly 
reach Europe—but her gamble fail- 
ed. 


First word of hor grim end came 
•om the U. S. cruiser Tuscaloosa 


which flashed that the Columbus was 
being scuttled about 400 miles east 
of Cape Henry, Va. A British destroy- 
er was in the vicinity, UieTuscaloo'sa 
reported, but there were no signs 
that any hostilities had occurred. 


The Tuscaloosa hastened to pick up 


Ihe German seamen who had pull- 
ed away from their craft in small 
boats. Terse messages told how the 
Tuscaloosa, commanded by Capt. H. 
A. Badt, saved Ihe Germans, in- 
cluding nine women, presumed to be 
stewardesses. 


The Tuscalossa headed for New York 


to land the German crew at Ellis Is- 
land. Behind her the sky was lit with 
flames, for the Columbus was afire 
from stem to stern and was slowly 
settling to her doom. 


The Columbus had been al Vcra 


Cruz fj-om the banning of the war 
until last week. She had put into that 
port hastily when the out-break of 
hostilities caught her on a Caribbean 
cruise. When she left there she had 
food and fuel enough for 50 days. 


Consternation was evident at the

New Battle Rages 


Over Electricity 


Power Industry Fights 


Government 


Expansion 


By PRESTON GROVER 


WASHINGTON - Between Secre- 


tary Ickes and the lectric utility 
members of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce is about 2,000,000 kil- 
owatt hours of conflict over how 
much power the industrial section of 
the country needs for assured nat- 
ional defense. 


That is why Secretary Ickes and 


the power industry generate a two- 
way electrical storm every time the 
subject comes up. It is up now. 


To get at the thing, remember that 


about 18 months ago a National De- 
fense Power Committee was form- 
ed under chairmanship of Louis Jolui- 
son, assistant secretary of war. His 
responsibility, by law, is to see that 
the industrial machinery of the coun- 
try is well ready for war. He called 
the committee together to get their 
views on whether there was enough 
power available in the U. S. "in- 
dustrial quadrangle" to meet a heavy 
war demand. The quadrangle ranges 
from St. Louis and Chicago on the 
west to Birmingham, Ala., and Boston 
on the south and east. 


Need More Power 


Their view was that more power was 


I needed. There was 
a difference of 


opinion as to how much, but after 
the meeting one of th members as 
spokesman put it a 1,000,000 kilo- 
watts of immediate need. Perhaps 
nearly that much more would be 
needed at a later time. How would 
the money be raised? Part from the 
industry, and part from the RFC. 


But after a few months of exper- 


ience, some power men complained 
wanted as security about everything 
the power 
people 
had 
plus 
their 


goldv teeth. The expected substantial 
loans did not show up. 


However, power company resources 


in the industrial trianglt have seem- 
ed adequate. Orders for 1.200.000 kilo- 
watts of steam turbine generation wer 
placed by the industry during the past 
year or so and their plans are to 
put in orders for 400,000 more. To- 
gether that would be about $500,000,000 
of new power generators. 


Meantime the Defense Power Com- 


mittee had been merged with one 
of Secretary 
Ickes groups to form 


the National Powr Policy Committee 
It was largely dominated by lickes 
and his power-minded ally, Benja- 
min Cohen. The committee ordered 
a survey of the power needs of the 
industrial quadrangle. 


Still More Needed 


This survey has not been published 


but good sources 
indicate that the! 


engineer who made it. Thomas R.I 
Tate, put the needs at 3.500,00 kilo- j 
watts. The difference then, between 
the industry's estimate and the com- 
mittee estimate 
is roughly 
2,000 - 


GOO kilowatts. 


Ickes' committee then set out to re- 


concile the differences. Conferences 
in Washington were scheduled from 
early December to Christmas time, . 
with power company representatives ] 
t'rom each of 13 regions within the] 
quadrangle presenting their views and 
arguing their case against the findings 
in the Tate report. Fifty power com- 
panies will have appeared when the I 
hearings end. 


Meantime, the utility members of the 


Chamber of Commerce, including a 
large portion of the industry made 
their own survey. 


The chamber said it demonstrated 


that the industry was able to meet the 
country's needs "without further in- 
trusion of the Federal Government 
into the power business." 


Within the Tate report was a three- 


way proposal for coordinating the 
country's power. One was to bring 
about short hook-ups between neigh- 
boring power companies to exchange 
power when the demand on one was 
more than it could handle. Power com- 
panies have been doing that for years. 
There was no disagreement on study 
of further possibilities in that direc- 
tion. A second proposal was simply 
for more generating machinery. There 
was the expected controversy there. 


But the next suggestion drw real 


fire. The late Samuel Insull once 
dreamed of great power lines reach- 
ing from one section of the country 
to another carrying "super power" 
to electrify the nation, fewer mind- 
ed folk within the New Deal made 
that idea their own and put it for- 
ward as a great grid-system. 


Who would own it? It would not 


be valuable to any one power com- 
pany but to a whole scries of regions. 
Also because of the cost, the idea of 
government control sprang up and 
much of the fight now is on that front. 


"Establishment of super grid sys- 


tems as contemplated in government 
trunk lines." said the Chamber of 
Commerce, "is neither necessary nor 
practical."
